In -the mass transit law we have a con- 


crete illustration of the result. State gov- 
ernment* will be by-passed completely in 
this new relationship between Washington 
and Chicago. 


We don't like it, but at the moment we

Smoldering Cyprus 


There ha* been little in the headline* 


•bout the explosive island of Cyprus but 
this by no mean* indicate* that the trouble 
there is over. There is peace of a sort and 
the chief civilian United Nations official is 
leaving. Plato Lasso, an Ecuadorian, hopes 
"no one will replace me." But the situation 
i* tense and there i* at yet no permanent 
solution in sight. 


Lasso explains that the big obstacle is 


"the fact that both parties hold views that 
they consider final and that bittemes* and 
hatred has developed, which has introduc- 
ed elements of fear and lack of security." 
This is almost an understatement. The Tur- 
kish Cypriotes in particular live in fear be- 
cause they are outnumbered about four to 
one. Both sides have been stockpiling arms 
In violation of all agreements and it is 
suspected that the Greek Cypriots have 
artillery. 


However, a "free rone" has been set 


up in the walled city area of Nicosia and 
It is patrolled by United Nations troops. 


the City of Appleton has not been doing 
too well when it comes to convictions in 
the courtroom.

It is pos- 
sible that if peace can be maintained long 
enough on the island, the fears and suspi- 
cions may die down somewhat and permit 
discussion of proposed agreements in a 
healthier atmosphere. 


But whatever is being said in Geneva, 


on Cyprus there is an atmosphere of wait- 
ing for the next terrible explosion.

I ask this; why doesn't 
the C3ty of Appleton have ade- 
quate hardball facilities for 
the youth of the city? Why 
are we still aiming for more 
Softball diamonds and lighted 
softball diamonds for industri- 
al and church leagues when 
we can't give all the youth of 
the city a place to even prac- 
tice?

However, 
1 am not one who believes — 
as I have heard some Wiscon- 
sin Republicans say — that 
there exists no difference be- 
tween Republicans and Demo- 
crats. There are differences, 
both fundamental and substan- 
tial. 


I tried to express these dif- 


ferences to my Dutch friend 
in what some will doubtlessly 
say are oversimplified terms. 


DIVISION *OF VoWERS 


To begin with, I explained, 


Republicans have a deep dis- 
trust of a strong federal gov- 
ernment They believe in a 
fractionization and dispersal 
of the power* of government 
— both as to the separation 
of the legislative, judicial and 
executive powers but equally 
important the division of au- 
thority and responsibility as

They believe that a nation is 
respected and admired for its 
willingness to stand up and 
gpeai out forthrfchtly for its 
rights, and they do not, gen- 
erally speaking, believe a na- 
tion can buy either admira- 
tion, respect, or affection by 
excessive gifts and grants.
